In speaking of the case, 
Squire Norris said th at he was in pos­ 
session of a large amount of informs 
tion that had not been given to the 
public. 
Chief among thta can be 
found the statements of the doctors 
who examined the body when It was 
found 
th a t 
cold 
morning 
last 
winter. The acting 
coroner could 
not understand how a man with 
a broken shoulder and a fractured 
skull could remove bis coat, neither 
could lie see how these in lunes could 
come from a fall on the slippery road 
When these facts appeared the Investl 
gatlon was pushed, but no more could 
be learned. The county authorities 
took the case in hand, and the com 
panlou* 
of 
Rogers 
were 
closely 
watched. On one occasion an Iron 
dale umu was secured to take the men 
into a saloon, and there talk the 
case 
over while a trio of 
care 
fully selected men were concealed In 
a room nearby waiting for develop­ 
ment*. The plan was well arranged, 
and might have borne good fruit had 
not the principal figure, who was ex 
pected to obtaiu the Information, 
been the first man to go down under 
the Influence of drink. Other at 
tempts were made to gather Informs 
Hon, hut to the present time noth­ 
ing definite is known. The author! 
ties 
feel 
confident 
that 
Rogers 
was murdered hut they are unable to 
lay the crime at any man's door. The 
Irondale people think the case should 
tie sifted to the bottom, and would 
like to see detectives employed with 
out delay. Squire Norris feels confi­ 
dent that murder was done, and has a 
strong suspicion th a t he can lay his 
hands upon the men who are guilty, 
hut he does not possess the proof, and 
is wisely keeping his thoughts to him­ 
self. 
Some circumstances connected with 
the case cause the friends of Rogers to 
think that arrests should be made, 
but the authorities have been waiting 
for the verdict. 
Now th at It has been 
given it is probable that the sheriff 
and his men will have work in Yellow 
Creek township. .Squire Norris has 
little hope of ever seeing the murderer 
brought to lustice. 
Prosecutor Speaker was interviewed 
by the N e w s R e v i e w correspondent 
in Lisbon today, and said th a t the 
facts in their possession were few. It 
would be a difficult task to fasten the 
crime on anyone, he thought, and he 
did not view the chances of finding 
the murderer as tieing very bright.

WakHINOTON, April 9.—The supreme 
court's decision in the incom e tax cases 
as delivered by Chief Justice Fuller, 
after review ing the historical and of lief 
phases, is as follows: 
First—That by the constitution fed 
eral taxation is divided into two greal 
clauses: 
Direct taxes and duties, im 
posts and excises. 
Second—Tne imposition of .direct taxed 
is governed by the rule of apportion 
ment among the several states, accord 
iug to numbers, arid the imposition of 
duties, iinjxistH and excises by the rule 
of uniform ity throughout 
the United 
States. 
Third—That the principle that taxa 
tion and representation go together was 
intended to lie and was preserved in 
the constitution by tile est ablishaient of 
the rule of apportionrnent among the 
several state* so that such apportion­ 
ment should be according to numbers in 
each state. 
F ourth—That the states surrendered 
their power to levy imposts and to 
regulate commerce to the general gov­ 
ernm ent, and gave it the concurrent 
power to levy direct tuxes in reliance 
on the protection afforded by tile rules 
presented, aud that the compromises 
of the constitution cannot Is- disturbed 
bv legislative action. 
‘F ifth—That these conclusions result 
from the text of the constitution, and 
are supported by the historical evidence 
furnished by the circumstances sur­ 
rounding the framing aud adoption of 
that instrum ent, anil the views of those 
who framed aud adopted it. 
Sixth—That tile understanding and 
expectation at the time of the adoption 
of the constitution was that direct taxes
